sionaries.  Lottie  Moon  Offering  to 
date  (March  11)  was  $3,371,000  $90,- 
000  more  than  last  year,  with 
money  yet  coming  in.  Nine  new 
missionaries  were  appointed  for 
Southern  Rhodesia,  Nigeria,  Japan, 
and  Mexico.

Egyptians.  This  would  include  the 
Israelites  also  if  the  angel  could 
not  see  the  biood.  ‘And  when  I 
see  the  blood,  I  will  pass  over 
you."  (Ex.  12:13b).  Thus  the  lamb 
became  a  substitute  for  the  first 
born  in  every  home  where  it  was 
slain  and  its  blood  applied  as  com¬ 
manded  By  this  act  God  deliver¬ 
ed  the  children  of  Israel  from  the 
bondage  to  Egvpt. 

In  the  very  night  that  the  Lord 
was  betrayed  Jesus  ate  the  Pass- 
over  Supper  with  His  disciples.  At 
the  close  of  this  Supper  He  gave 
them  another.  This  one  we  know 
as ,  “The  Lord's  Supper.”  In  in¬ 
stituting  this  Supper  He  tells  the 
disciples  that  the  bread  is  His  body 
and  the  fruit  of  the  vine  His  blood, 
•'which  is  shed  for  many  for  the 
remission  of  sins."  (Matt.  26:28).

Much  of  it  has  to  be  con¬ 
densed  or  else  many  would  be  left 


net  accomplished  through  the 
sacrifice  of  His  Son.  the  Lord 
Jesus.  The  world  of  mankind  was 
and  is  in  bondage  to  sin  and  as  a 
result  must  die:  unable  in  itself  to 
do  anything  about  it.  God  must  in¬ 
tervene  If  man  b  saved,  and  God 
did  intervene  with  His  Son  "who 
became  sin  for  us”,  never  exper¬ 
iencing  sin  in  his  own  life.  It  is  by 
means  of  his  death  we  are  deliv¬ 
ered  from  the  penalty  of  sin:  not 
on  any  merit  of  our  own  but  by  His 
mercy.  (Titus  3:58).  He  became 
our  Passover.  This  is  part  of  what 
we  remember  when  we  observe  the 
•rdinance  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

We  are  made  to  realize  not  only 
•ur  dependance  on  him  for  salva¬ 
tion  from  sin  but  our  need  of  day 
by  day  dependence  on  Him  as  the 
sustainer  of  life.  We  must  be  con- 
stantly  partaking  of  him  for  the 
strength  to  meet  the  task  of  each 
day.  Paul  also  reminds  us  that  in 
this  observance  we  are  proclaim¬ 
ing  the  coming  again  of  the  Son 
of  God, ,  our  Saviour. 

I  believe  that  all  this  it  to  be 
remembered  as  we  ceme  to  His 


table.  I  also  beliava  that  no  special 
saving  grace  whatsoever  is  derived 
by  thus  partaking  ef  the  Supper. 
Surety  a  Christian  is  strengthened 
at  every  observance  as  ha  rea¬ 
lizes  the  goodness  ef  our  Lord  and 
how  greatly  we  are  indebted  to 
Him.  I  believe  thet  it  is  a  church 
ordinance;  that  it  is  the  Lord's 
tebie  and  Ho  invites  partakers. 
This  privilege  does  not  belong  to 
any  parson. 

The  whole  subject  cannot  be  cov¬ 
ered  here,  but  let  this  further  word 
be  said:  May  we  as  Baptists  never 
give  rough  treatment  to  this  glor¬ 
ious  ordinance.  May  we  keep-  it 
where  it  belongs.  Let  us  speak 
when  the  New  Testament  speaks 
When  the  New  Testament  is  silent, 
may  we  act  \n  wisdom  and  hold 
our  peace  LET  US  MOT  FOR¬ 
GET  TO  REMEMBER. 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record  Advisory  Committee 
the  following  regulations  concern¬ 
ing  obituaries,  memorials,  resolu¬ 
tions.  and  memorial  poems  was 
adopted. 

1.  Obituaries  of  150  words  or 
less  irill  be  published  free.  More 
than  150  words  will  be  charged  for 
at  five  cents  per  word. 

And  that  does  not  pay  the  cost 
of  production.  If  a  person  were  to 
send  an  obituary  just  one  column 
long,  the  150  words  would  be  free 
and  the  approximately  284  words 
at  five  cents  a  word  would  amount 
to  $14.20.  How»ver,  the  coot  of 
producing  that  one  column  is 
$25  80  or  a  loss  of  $11.40. 

2.  Most  resolutions  sound  good 
but  could  be  written  in  many  less 
words  than  are  ordinarily  used 
The  committee  voted  to  charge  for 
resolutions  at  the  rate  of  five 
cents  per  word 

3.  After  having  published 
obituaries  or  having  offered  to  pub¬ 
lish  obituaries  free  the  committee 
did  not  fed  that  it  was  wise  to 
publish  memorials  free  months 
and  yean  after  people  have  pass¬ 
ed  on. 

Therefore,  memorials  irill  be 
charged  tor  at  the  rate  of  five 
cents  per  irord.  The  same  rate 
applies  to  memorial  poem*
